to make out an order. 

REMEMBER we send to each party placing an or- 
der with us, a thirty-two page Instruction book giving 
full details of the habits of all varieties of trees and 
shrubbery that is adapted to the Northwest, it tells how, 
when and where to plant, how to cultivate, how and when 
to prune, when to spray, and what to use on each varie- 
ty, it contains all the necessary information to success- 
fully grow all kinds of trees and shrubbery, this little 
book is of immense value to any one who requires infor- 
mation on how to care for shrubbery. Don’t allow your- 
self to be misled into paying two prices for stock of the 
same variety or quality, or into ordering some unknown 
specialty or untried variety that will only bring you loss 
and failure. Stick to. the old reliable varieties that are 
recommended by our State Horticultural Society and 
success and profit will be your reward. 

QUALITY OF STOCK. 

Our Apple, Plum and Cherry trees are budded, or 
grafted, by the latest improved methods ; we use scions 
from our own bearing orchards, and the hardiest and 
best adapted roots for grafting. Our forest and shade 
trees are grown from native seed and cuttings so there 
can be no question as to their hardiness ; our soil, climate 
and location is especially adapted to produce trees that 
are stocky, well branched and especially well rooted. 
Their growth in the Nursery here is not so rapid as the 
Nurseries further south secure, but their medium normal 
growth seems to mature as it forms, and makes a tree 
of strong vitality, one that is able to resist sunscald and 
severe cold, and produce fruit at an early age. Do not 
allow any persuasion or influence to convince you that 
our stock is of poor quality simply because our prices are 
cheaper than others, for there is no better stock any- 
where or at any price. We use the latest methods in 
packing and guarantee goods to reach destination in a 
good healthy growing condition, or your money re- 
funded. 



CAUTION. 

Remember we use no subterfuge or schemes to sell 
our goods, we do not claim our stock is better than our 
competitors could have, we only claim it is as good as 
any stock on the market, some companies double the 
price of their goods and then give you the privilege to 
hold back part till you see how the stock grows, but if 
you will compare prices you will see that the amount 
you remit with their order is about equal to our 
regular price. Of course they will make a great big holler 
about the extra quality and their Guarantee which real- 
ty amounts to nothing, onlv as an excuse to ask an un- 
^reasonable price for their goods, so compare carefully 
their Guarantee and prices with ours and then act as 
your judgment dictates. 

OUR REPLACE AGREEMENT. 

Our stock has met with such splendid success in all 
localities where planted that we have decided to make 
a replace agreement as follows : 

We will replace at one-half of the purchase price 
all stock that dies the year planted, providing we are 
notified by Aug. 15th of the year planted of such stock 
failing to grow, remittance for said stopk must also be 
made previous to the shipping of said stock. Some par- 
ties may think that we should replace free, but please 
remember that we have about 1,500 customers and that 
it would be quite an obligation for one party to assume 
all the loss from so many sources, and especially after 
the goods have passed out of our possession and care, 
and are subject to so many conditions over which we 
have no control. 

HOW AND WHEN TO ORDER. 

ORDER EARLY. The early orders always get the 
best attention and you are sure to get your first choice 
while our stock is complete if you do not want to remit 
in full with your early order, send one-third of the 
amount and the balance can be sent before goods are 
shipped. Give number, size and age of each article, 
write name plainly also postoffice, freight or express of- 
fice, or by parcel post, however it is better to have all 
trees and shrubbery shipped by freight or express. 

PARCEL POST ORDERS. 

All tree^ and shrubbery under 3 ft. can be sent by 
parcel post, add extra for postage on all trees and 
shrubbery, excepting strawberries, bulbs and seeds 20 
cts. for the first dollar, 15 ets. for the second dollar and 
10 cts. for each additional dollar, for strawberries, bulbs 
and seeds when alone, 15 cts. for the first dollar, and 5 
cts. for each additional dollar.

Old Process Plants. 



The method of producing what we call the old pro- 
cess plant is as follows, a field of plants is put out in the 
spring and allowed to form new plants the same season. 
Now the trouble with this method is that the parent plant 
has to struggle along a part of the season to make a life 
of it itself, and is too weak and hasn’t the time to form 
and mature a good strong healthy new plant, and espe- 
cially so if the season has been unfavorable for trans- 
planting as so often occurs, that is why so many of the 
plants shipped out are so small and weak and meet with 
such poor success, but it was the best the poor weak par- 
ent plant could produce. 




New Process Plants 



OUR NEW PROCESS PLANTS. 

We plant in rows 5 feet apart and 2 feet in the row, 
and cultivate thoroughly the first and second year, and 
confine the Parent Plants in hills as much as possible the 
first season, we remove the first blossoms from the Par- 
ent Plants the second season to cause them to start run- 
ners for new plants early in the season, for the earlier 
the new plant is formed the stronger and more vigorous 
it will be, yon will readily see by this method that our 
Parent Plants have had a year’s growth and have reached 
their maturity, and are in a condition to produce better 
plants than they could the first season when they were 
struggling along trying to live and add to their own 
growth, yon will find that our new process plants have 
stronger crowns, better roots, which will enable them to 
adapt themselves to new conditions and bear better fruit 
and more of it, than the old process plant, they are worth 
more than double the difference we make in the prices.
